about tbe third or fourth day. 


Tbo senses tbat are tbe most ac- 


tive from the firsiThre those of tusto 
and smell. 
General organic sensa- 


tiins of well being or discomfort are 
also felt from tbe beginning, but 
pain and pleasure, as mental states, 
are not noted until at or near tbe 
second month. 


The first sounds of speech in the 


shape of utterance of consonant 
sounds aro beard in the latter part 
of the second month. These conso- 
nants being generally "m," 
-'r." 


"g"or"t." Consonants being neces- 
sary to tho articular utterance of 
any language, and these particular 
letters being tbo easiest, and there- 
fore tbe earliest that tbe infant 
learns, parents bave with common 
consent given them a very fanciful 
interpretation.

Some of these results may seem in-
